TUNIS. Dec. 24.—Prisoners of 


the sky—held aloft the plaything 
of tempests for four days, fifty- 
seven members ot the crew of the 
giant French naval dirigible DIx- 
mudo, attempted 
desperately 
to 


bring their huge craft to earth In 
northeast Africa today. 


With' its fuel exhausted and its 


crew, many of whom are ill, sub- 
sisting on crumbs of rations that 
gave out several days ago, the for- 
mer German airship had been hov- 
ering helplessly over the Gulf of 
Gabes. 


The Dixmude flew from Tulpn, 


France, on a (50-hour cruise of the 
northern coast of Africa last Tues- 
day. 
For two days it went well. 


Than winter gales, from the north- 
west, whirled the dirigible from its 
course. 
AIRSHIP 
IN TEMPEST'S GRIP. 


The pride of France's air navy, 


with many records for speed and 
endurance, the graceful Dixmude 
was helpless In the prlp of the 
tempests.

the open sea. 
The fate that has

Adolpho Pe Ln Iliferta rode out of Sonora in 
1020 
ns champions of the common people of 


Mexico. They brought with them the end of 
the Carranza regime', divided up the honors 
among themselves and, until lately, have been 
avoiding quarrels. DC La Huerta was provi- 
sional president following the overthrow of 
Carranza, serving from April to December in 
1920 and until Obregon assumed office. 
. 


From all accounts, the present troubles of 


Mexico are due to a disagcement between Obre- 
gon and Huerta, a personal row between men 
who have stood together on one platform. 
It 


has to do with ambition, succession to office, 
and preference. 


Huerta has been the financier of the trio. It 


was he who conducted the negotiations with 
America for recognition of his country and 
who made the 'necessary guarantees. It is said 
he is polished and shrewd. Calles, on the other 
hand, is big and burly, a blustering man, who 
calls himself a "liberal" and who is set down 
throughout Mexico as a Bolshevik. 


The peculiar tangle is one in which the so- 


called conservative Obregon is favoring the 
Bolshevik Calles over the financier Huerta. 
Obregon, according to the Mexican Constitu- 
tion, must step down as President. For some 
months he has been favoring Calles as the 
man to take the office. It was Calles who made 
Villa, for a consideration, agree to keep quiet, 
and at that time Huerta and Obregon were 
close friends. 
Then came the turning of the 


President's favor to Calles, the assassination 
of Villa, and a realization in a part of Mexico 
that the next election was going to be accom- 
panied by fighting. 


Huerta, who calls, himself a Fascist, is 


occupying a Bolshevik stronghold. Calles, who 
is called a Bolshevik, is marching against him 
and Obregon, who was once called "The Lion 
of Celnya," is again in the saddle. The reports 
they issue are at absolute variance. 


With the start of the revolution Calles and 


General Flores, candidates for the presidency, 
withdrew. Huerta announced he was in the 
field, 
rind substituted bullets for 
ballots. 


What Obregon, and many others, would like 
to know is who is financing Huerta? Money 
is not so plentiful in Mexico and wars run up 
big bills. 


From all accounts the blustering Calles and 


the sauve Huerta will meet in battle. The odds 
are with Calles, who has the backing of Obre- 
gon, 
and the stakes may be the pi-esidency. 


From what appears to be the most reliable 
interpretations of the 
conflicting reports, 


Hucrta's armed political campaign has as good 
as fizzled.

The usual requirement of money 


lenders, who oro making building 
loans whero money Is advanced to 
pay bills when due. Is that tho 
amount of money borrowed will- be 
sufficient to complete the building of 
your home, to pay all bills for labor 
and materials and to prevent liens 
for labor and materials being filed 
against your 
property. 
In 
most 


states such liens would be prior to a 
first mortgage. 


You see, therefore, that it is neces- 


sary for you to know quite defi- 
nitely how much your home is golfcg; 
to coet before you begin your opera- 
tion. Tho money lender will want 
to bo sure about this! Jt Is neces- 
sary for you to put your money la 
first, and the money lender will ad- 
vance money for the payment of the 
bills as they become due, always 
holding back enough money so that 
the home can be completed and all 
bills for labor and material pajid 
ther.eon. 


Building and Loan Associations 
Another source from which money 


may be obtained for home building 
ia through the Building and Loan 
associations of tho country. 
A re- 


cent report of the United States 
League of Local Building and Loan 
associations show a membership of 
over 6,000,000 and assets of more 
than $3,000,000,000. 
These associa- 


tlona .finance small dwellings. 
The 


average size loan is about $4,000, and 
the amount loaned may be aa high 
an 80 per cent of the value of the 
property—hence, the average value 
ia approximately $5,000. 


The method of operating by Budd- 


ing and Loan associations varies 
slightly ia detail according to local 
conditions and the banking and 
homestead laws of 
the 
different 


states, but the fundamental princi- 
plea are the same. 


A Safe Fkumcine Plan 


A loan usually is paid up in about 


12 years if the maximum lima and 
minimum time is strictly adhered t*. 
but the plan is such that the bor- 
rower can pay in full at any time 
without waiting for a particular due 
date. 


The interest charged by Building 


and Loan associations, ranging from 
S to S per cent, varies in different 
states. 
The usual payment in an 


8 per cent association Is $1.17 per 
month per 
$100 borrowed, which 


pays 60c on the loan end 67 cent* 
interest, this being the minimum 
payment, but as much more can b« 
paid aa the borrower can afford, and 
aa many payment* can be made and 
aa often as the borrower desires,

Q—Our plans call for a tile 


roof. 
We find that we cannot 


afford one and thought we would 
substitute wooden shingles and 
stain them red. 
Tlio contractor 


tells us that the roof dowj not 
slant enough. How much should 
a shingle roof slant? 
A—The angle of incline must be 


at least 30 degrees. That is to say, 
for every foot of horizontal projec- 
tion, called the "run" of the roof, 
the vertical projection, called the 
"rise," must bo at least 7 inches. 


Q.—My home is of gray colored 


stucco. It has become streaked 
and dirty. 
Is tltero sonte way 


of cleaning it? There are rust 
marks 
below 
the windows. 


What causes them? 
A—Usually water turned onto a 


house from a hose will take off the 
dust and dirt blown onto It -from 
the street. If this Is not effective, 
the house should be cleaned with 
•oap and lukewarm water and a 
brush. If there aro certain discolor- 
ations which this scrubbing does not 
take off, try a dilute solution of mu- 
riatic acid, scrubbing It onto the 
stucco with a, brush. Make certain 
that all the acid' is washed off with 
clear water. If the stucco is rough, 
cleaning- will be more difficult. 
The 


best way to brighten the house is to 
wash it with a thin stucco mixture, 
which may be tinted if the original , 
. stucco is:tinted. The rust marks be- 
low the window sills come from the 
fact that there not e proper drip to 
these ellla. In other words, they are 
not made right, These marks may 
come off in the scrubbing process 
described above or covered uo with 
the atucco wash. 


Q—In financing the building 


of my home should the contrac- 
tor get the first and second mort- 
gages, taking care of th« costa? 
If he takes the second mortgage 
would he be expected to exact a 
discount or bonus? 
A—The contractor may- supply all 


the money through first and eec- 
«nd mortgages and take care of the • 
discounts that ere 
necessary on 


these two kinds of paper, or you can 
«ecure the first mortgage yourself 
aird he can take care of the second 
mortgage. It may be that you will 
find it satisfactory to dispose of the 
second mortgage yourself.

schemes are subject to your own 
wishes and what you think Is to 
your best advantage. 
If the con- 


tractor takes the second mortgage, 
he undoubtedly would»exact a bonus 
from you as a commission or dis- 
count. This is uniform practise. He 
is obliged to do this, as he would 
have to suffer this discount If be 
were .to sell your paper to a third 
person.

districts of tho city to see if anj 
Illicit structures are being erected 
without permits or without com 
plying with tho building laws. 


The new method is called

"camouflaged foundation," accord- 
ing- to Heinemann. The law com- 
pels that there be concrete along 
the foundation 
lino 
of 
certain 


types of residences, so tho enter- 
prising builder, in far East Oak- 
land, built his frame shanty on 
posts and then obligingly slapped 
a thin line of cement along the 
base-line of the building, making 
it look like a real foundation. 


"It will not do," says 
Heine- 


mann. 
"That builder is now out 


of luck. He has to 
rebuild 
his 


whole foundation. 
Furthermore, 
the incident reveals a new line of 
building endeavor which we will 
now look into rigidly. Of course It 
only applies to small frame houses, 
cheaply constructed, but the law 
is supposed to be obeyed."
